“Restoration of sacred Je- 
rusalem and realizing the will, 
sovereignty and entity of the 
Palestinian people a re prere- 
quisites for a just Middle East 
peace,” said Prince Fahd. 

The prince added that the 
Saudi government could never 
agree to abandon a crucial Is- 
lamic issue like Chat of occu- 
pied Jerusalem. He said that 
Jerusalem, as the first Qibla 
and third holiest place in Islam 
: s too important to Muslims 
to be abandoned. 

Speaking to SPA on his re- 
turn from the Arab summit in 
Baghdad. Prince Fahd said 
that conference was held to 
discuss the Camp David ac- 
cords which were deemed un- 
acceptable and inadequate to 
'bring about a just peace in 
the region. He said the accords 
did not ensure complete Israeli 
withdrawal from ail the occu- 


pied Arab lands, recognition 
of the legitimate rights of the 
Palestinian people including 
their right to return to their 
homeland, their right to self- 
determination and independent 
state. 

The prince said the 
David accords neglected tfae 
issue of Jerusalem and did not 
stress Israeli withdrawal from 
the city and the restoration of 
Arab sovereignty over it. “This 
is something that no Muslim 
and no Muslim state will ever 
accept," the prince said. 

"Saudi Arabia, which is very 
concerned with every Istaaxc 
issue in the world, is even 
more so with that of Jerusa- 
lem," the prince said. "Jerusa- 
lem is a great responsibility 
wb : ch we shoulder, it is inter- 
twined in every Muslim heart, 
it is part of every Muslim 
feelings.

Seoul has rejected 
Chinese Vice Premier Teng 
Hsiao-ping's remark on his re- 
cent visit to Japan that no ten- 
sion existed in Korea.

ROME, Nov. 6 (AP) — Ita- 
lians are not welcome in 
Rome, at least not by the Ro- 
man landlords who place their 
apartment advertisements in 
newspapers. 

“Foreigners only’’. “Japan- 


ese preferred", “Wertem Eu- 
ropean diplomats only." These 
conditions appear routinely — 
often in bold letters at 
offices both* In Italian 
and F-ngfoh 

“The apartment market is. 
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very tight" says Daniela Ge- 
neat, a Rome real estate 
agent. “And if you are an 
.Italian, and I don’t care if you 
are a banker or a-weafthy bu- 
sinessman, you shouldn’t ex- 
pect to get a place through 
newspapers or agencies. My 
advice? Work, through your 
personal Mends.” 

One American diplomat bad 
trouble passing as a foreigner 
— he spoke Italian took well 
— and had to get a letter 
from his embassy to persuade 
his landlord to agree to a 
lease. 

Arguments favoring for- 
.eign tenants are di- 
verse and frivolous. 
Foreigners are better house- 
keepers. They have fewer chil- 
dren. They pay on time. They 
may even agree to pay in for- 
eign money the landlords could 
use to support their children 
abroad or deposit in foreign 
accounts and save trouble cir- 
cumventing government res- 
trictions. 

Foreigners also don’t insist 
on long leases and leave when 
the contracts expire. Frequent 
turnovers often mean frequent 
roost increases.

Gal- 
ante arranged to have his body- 
guards take up their night- 
time baby-sitting beside his 
cell.”

Des Moines store blast

DES MOINES, Iowa Nov. 
6 (AP; — An explosion and 
fire ripped through a depart- 
ment store at a Des Moines 
shopping center Sunday, killing 
at least four employees.

Ryder wins 
damages on 
BL bribery 

LONDON, Nov. 6 <R) 
Lord Ryder, former chairman 
of tbe National Enterprise 
Board, Britain's state holding 
company. Monday accepted 
substantial damages from a 
newspaper which said he was 
involved in a bribery plot with 
tbe British Leyland motor 
firm. 

He brought the libel action 
against Associated Newspapers, 
publishers of the “Daily Mail” 
newspaper, which made the 
charge, and its editor, David 
English. 

Tbe allegation was based on 
a letter, which later turned 
out to be a forgery, purport- 
ing to be from Lord. Ryder to 
Alex Park, chief executive of 
British Leyland. It said the 
NEB approved of the motor 
giant, in which it has a major 
stake, bribing clients abroad to 
win orders. 

Last August Graham Barton 
a former Leyland executive, 
was jailed for two years after 
admitting foirging the letter. 
He was also convicted of dis- 
honesty obtaining 15,000 ster- 
ling (S30.0Q0) from the “Daily 
Mail” by claiming the letter 
was genuine.

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FOCUS ON JERUSALEM 

In one of the most forceful statements ever made by a 
Muslim leader, Prince Fahd gave the question of Islamic at- 
tachment to Jerusalem the importance it deserves. He said 
that no Muslim or Islamic state can agree to forfeit Islamic 
rights to the holy city, the third holiest place in Islam. 

Here lies much of the weakness of the Camp David ac- 
cords. They showed ignorance of the crucial importance of 
Jerusalem to 750 million Muslims in the world. Both President 
Carter and President Sadat — although the latter may have tried 
hard to deal with the issue — believed wrongly that a Sinai set- 
tlement, for all that is worth, may be the palliative that could 
get the Arabs to accept the framework. Little' did they know 
that no self-respecting Muslim — and that includes most of the 
y^ahs — -would agree to sign a so-called accord that did not spe- 
cifically call for the liberation of Jerusalem from Jewish or 
any other control. 

Prince Fahd, as the viceroy of Saudi Arabia which is the 
custodian of the holy places and the spiritual leader of all 
Muslims, has minced no words and has left little to the im- 
agination of those concerned with a peaceful settlement in the 
region^ 

At present brad is in an advantageous military position 
which enables it to scoff at Arab attempts to regain the holy 
city and other occupied loads. This is so , thanks to massive 
and largely free American military and economic largess to that 
Zionist state. Without this aid the Arabs might have been 
in a far better position. But as long as the United States con-

Thp Americans, Israelis and Egyptians huddled around 
conference tables ait Blau Hodse should take a good look at 
the communique from Baghdad.

The Arab leaders shifted the focus back where it belongs, 
and that is on the Palestinian people. A separate peace bet- 
ween Egypt and Israel does nothing to restore Palestinian 
rights.

In March, the Ogaden was * jm-rriiia slept on ■ the 


Leaking to Israel

WASHINGTON — 

Stephen Bryen, a S en a t e 
staffer under investigation for 
the past seven months for 
possible illegal collaboration 
with the Israeli government, 
may soon be the target of a 
grand jury probe, sources 
close to the case said last 
week. 

Bryen, accused in March of 
offering classified Pentagon 
documents on Saudi airbases 
to officials of the Israeh De- 
fense Ministry, is still being 
actively investigated by the 
U.S. Justice Department, the 
sources said. 

There is a good chance the 
Justice Department vail turn 
the case over to a federal 
grand jury early next year for 
possible prosecution, they ad- 
ded. 

Bryen is the senior staff 
member of the Senate Foreign 
Relations Middle East sub- 
committee. 

Early last March he 
held a meeting at 
a Washington hotel coffee 
shop with Israeli defense offi- 
cials. According to a witness 
who overhead the conversa- 
tions, Bryen is said to have ad- 
vised the officials on ways of 
undermining President Gaiter's 
Middle East policy and offered 
to provide them with a secret 
Pentagon report on air force 
bases in Saudi Arabia. 

The witness, North Dakota 
businessman Michael Saba, fil- 
ed an affidavit on the conver- 


sations with the Internal Secu- 
rity Section of the Justice De- 
partment's Criminal Division. 

Saba, who once served as 
executive director of the Natio- 
nal Association of Arab Ame- 
ricans. has . been extensively in- 
terviewed on the incident by 
the Justice Department — as 
has Bryen hanself. 

The department has taken 
Saba’s charges very seriously, 
sources said. Bryen is being in- 
vestigated for possible viola- 
tions of the Foreign A & nts 
Registration Act and the Es- 
pionage Act, they added. 

According to congressional 
sources, Saba’s affidavit help- 
ed to neutralize plans by die 
Israeli lobby to launch a ma- 
jor anti-Saudi publicity cam- 
paign during the F-I5 debate 
this past summer. Pro-Israeli 
forces decided to abandon cer- 
tain efforts to discredit the 
Kingdom publicly in the Uni- 
ted States — out of fear that 
the campaign would prompt 
pro-Arab lobbyists to play up 
the Bryen affair. 

As it turned out, there was 
minimal press coverage of the 
Bryen case in the United Stat- 
es. 

Congressional sources poin- 
ted out that the Bryen incident 
was only “the tip of the ice- 
berg,'' and that the Senate 
staffer was only one of a num- 
ber of House and Senate aides 
who leak information and do- 
cuments to the Israeli govern- 
ment.

Commander Zero

A SANDIN1STA 
TRAINING CAMP — 

As he left Managua last 
August folio wing, the daring 
guerrilla raid he led on Ni- 
caragua's national palace, 
Eden Pastora, known as 
"Commander Zero" of the 
San dini sta National Libera- 
tion Front, vowed to a crowd 
of cheering supporters that he 
would return. 

In recent interviews at his 
remote guerriUa headquarters, 
Pastora said he expects even- 
tually to go back to the na- 
tional palace as Nicaragua's 
first elected president after the 
fall of Anastasio Somoza. 

More experienced as a mili- 
tary strategist than a politi- 
cian, Pastora does not suffer 
from lack of confidence in 
either field. 

What Is dear is that, follow- 
ing the palace raid and the 
appearance of his photograph 
—complete with grenade-laden 
bandolier and riue held defi- 
antly in che air— in newspapers 
through the worid, Pastora has 
become • perhaps the best 
known person in Nicaragua 
next to Somoza. 

Pastora is the undisputed 
military commander of the 
Sandinistas, a figure approach- 
ing the standard of revolution- 
ary charisma set by Cuba's 
Hdd Castro more than 20 
years ago. 

But he disputes all such Cas- 
tro comparisons. 'The only 
thing we have in common," 
he said, “is that we were both 
ed uc a t ed, by the Jesuits." 

The descendant of Sidtian 
miaugrante to Nicaragua Pas- 
tora has spent nearly half his 
42 years fighting in the Nicara- 
guan mountains against the 
Somoza family and the Na- 
tional Guard ft controls. 

Pastora said he decided to 
join the Nicaraguan guerrillas 
“in 1959, when I was study- 
ing medicine in Guadalajara, 
Mexico. We were having lunch 
one day— my brother, who 
was also a student, and my 
mother, who was visiting. 
There was a radio report of a 
student massacre in Nicara- 
gua, in Leon. It made a great 
impact on me, 

"There were lots of guerril- 
la movements in those days — 


as many movements as there 
were leaders.” 

Beginning in the early 
1960s, a number of those 
movements began to merge 
into the Sandinista National 
Liberation Front. It is named 
after Augusto Cesar Sandino, 
a leader of anti-Somoza for- 
ces who was assassinated in 
1934. 

While ocher Sandinista lea- 
dens tend to downplay training 
their members have received 
abroad, Pastora displayed no 
‘ reticence in noting that “sore, 
there have been some trained 
in Cuba.” paitkolariy daring 
the early 1970s. “It was the 
least CUba could do,” he said, 
"to train the enemies of its 
enemies,” an apparent refer- 
ence to the launching of the 
1961 Bay of Pigs invasion of 
Cuba from Nicaraguan shores.

WASHINGTON — He has 
a briefcase and a pipe and a 
tweedy coat. That seems all 
wrong. Richard Leakey senses 
the disappointment- People are 
forever trying to make a ro 
mance of his work, he shrugs.

Actually, Richard Leakey,

Dollar holds steady 
on European markets 


■ LONDON, Nov, 6 (Agen- 
cies,) — The dollar was steady 
Monday m a quieter-than-usual 
atmosphere on the European 
ioreign exchange markets.

J Ihe turbulence of recent 
jnonths, which saw the dollar 
crashing to lower and lower re- 
cord levels, seemed to have 
been eased, at least for the 
tune being, by last week's mea- 
sures anno unced, by President 
Carter. 

On Tokyo Foreign Exchange, 
the dollar has gained about 14 
yen since the U.S. measures 
which included an arrangement 
between the U.S. Japan and 
West Germany to allow big 
central bank intervention to 
stop disorderly conditions on 
<he markets and support the 
U.S. currency. 

The dollar closed in Tokyo 
at 189.375 yen, up from last 
Thursday's 186.025 and well 
above its postwar record low of 
• 176.075 yen last Tuesday. 

The dollar had closed at 


189.45 in New York last Fri- 
day, and it opened in Tokyo at 
188.508 Monday as traders ad- 
justed their positions accord- 
ingly. 

Dealers said dollar selling by 
exporters in the morning push- 
ed the' dollar down to a low 
of 188.40, but buying by im- 
porters later pushed it to a 
high of 189.60/ 

Gold bullion prices dropped 
radically to $208.25 a troy 
ounce in London and 1207.7 5 
in Zurich, Europe’s two major 
markets, -it had ended last week 
at $215.25 in London and 
$215.50' in Zurich. 

Cold reached at all-time peak 
of more thtn $245 a week, be- 
fore in panicky trading when 
investors found Carter's phase 
2 anti-inflation program inade- 
quate. 

On Zurich's currency market, 
the dollar rose sharply early 
Monday but slacked off to a 
mid- morning rate of 1.6490 
Swiss Irenes. That was still well 


up on Friday's dosing 1.6215 
francs. And 11 per cent up on 
last week’s low point of 1.4825 
francs. 

One Zurich dealer said Euro- 
pean central banks had proved 
firm in their resolve to help 
■prop up the dollar, helping 
build up the shattered market 
confidence in the currency. 

In London, the pound was 
quoted at S1.P705 at mid-morn- 
ing, down from $1.9910 Fri- 
day,

Market Comment

LONDON, Nov. 6 — The dollar continued Friday's gradual 
recovery after the weekend break, though the level of activity 
was noticeably lower. Although last week’s comprehensive 
support package has improved sentiment a great deal, the tone 
of the market remained nervous and lentative. Toward iriid- 
moming, the dollar eased back against continental currencies 
in the face of some light profit-taking. 

The pound ran into adverse pressure at the outset, with 
it$ effective rate opening 0.4 lower at 62.5, though it rallied 
toward lunch-time. The equity market shook off worrying 
press reports about further conflict on the wages front and 
staged a technical rally. The FT Index edged forward to 
475.5 at noon, compared with the closing level of 472.4 ahead 
of the weekend. 

Wall Street had turned better on Friday and this undoub- 
tedly provided support for Loudon. Although New York was 
adversely affected at first by the surprisingly swift move of 
prime rates to 103/4 per cent, it rapidly recovered its poise and 
the market rallied more than 6 points on the day, to register 
a net gain of 17.06 for .the week as a whole. The lift in prime 
rates was so swift tha-t Citibank, which sets its prime weekly, 
according to a market- related formula, leapfrogged right over 
the intervening 10f- per cent rate to post the new 10 3/4 per 
cent rate after a half-point jump from the revious week’s level. 
;ent rate after a half-point jump from the previous week's level 
Wall Street in the face of a further rise in interest rates was 
particularly encouraging, aided by the better weekly money 
supply figures published on Thursday night. 

Petroleum shares were particularly strong after Mobil 
announced that U.S. gasoline prices should rise by two cents 
a gallon in December, which would improve fourth quarter 
profits. The company's shares rose 52 to S68 3/4 and Exxon, 
the most actively traded issue of the day, was lifted from 550 
to $52f. 

The London market did well ahead of the weekend in 
the face of a string of results from votes held at each of 
Ford’s ILK. plants in response to the company's ‘final’ 16 per 
cent pay offer. The overwhelming rejection of that offer, al- 
ready more than three times higher than the government's' 
guideline for the current wage round, underlined the difficul- 
ties that Prime Minister Callaghan and his collea gues face in 
controlling inflation in the coming year. The FT30 Index 
finished unchanged on the day at 472.40. __

At leader’s funeral 


Police fire on Sikh rioters

NBW DELHI Nov. 6 (R) — 
Police opened fire twice Mon- 
day to break up a crowd of 
rioting Sikhs who turned out 
for the funeral of one of 
their leaders killed in sectarian 
clashes Sunday 1 in central New 
Delhi, (earlier story page 5). 
Brandishing traditional swords, 
thousands of Sikh demonstra- 
tors burnt three buses and dam- 
aged 17 others during a six- 
kilometer funeral procession 
across west Delhi. 

A girl was hit in the knee by 
a ricocheting bullet when po- 
lice fired to stop the mob from 
setting fire to a bus near the 
city bus station. 

The death toll from Sunday's 
street fight rose to tour when 
a Sikh in hospital with a bul- 
let wound died Monday. 

Trouble spread Sunday to 
the western and southern sub- 
urbs of Delhi where police fir- 
ed about 20 rounds of tear 
gas shells at angry demonstra- 
tors protesting against a three- 
day convention here of Niran- 
kari Sikhs, whom orthodox 
Akali Sik hs regard as outcasts. 

One policeman was injured 
m the stoning by the demons- 
trators. 

More than 400 Akali Sikhs 
have been arrested during the 
two days of agitation. 


Monday’s crowd was much 
bigger than Sunday’s but police, 
-backed by para-military units, 
were better equipped to handle 
the situation. 

Delhi University and schools 
•in parts of the city were closed. 
Several shops in the old city 
were shut in response to a strike 
call by Sikh leaders. 

The Nirankari convention, 
which ended Monday, condemn- 


ed the six-month ban on the en- 
try into Punjab of the Nir- 
ankari chief Baba Gurbachan 
Singh whom orthodox Sikhs 
accuse of having proclaimed 
himself prophet. 

Akali Sikhs regard the 
Sikh holy book, the Guru 
Gnanth Sahib, as the final 
word on their religion and are 
commanded not ..to recognize 
any more proph«^s.

CAIRO, Nov. 6 (R) — 

Egypt has decided that Arab 
students from countries oppo- 
sing its peace talks with Israel 
will be barred from enrolling 
in Egyptian universities, the 
semi-official newspaper “Al- 
Ahram” said Monday. 

It said Che bar would affect 
students from Syria, Iraq, Al- 
geria, South Yemen and Libya. 

The newspaper added that 
sons of diplomats from those 
countries in Egypt and those 
with Egyptian mothers and 
dead fathers will not be affec- 
ted. 


NEW YORK, Nov. 6 (R)—

Carter told James Reston of 
the “New York Times" in 
what was called a midterm in- 
terview that he was now more 
at ease about exerting the au- 
thority and influence of the 
presidency. 

He said he doubted that he 
would have had the temerity a 
year ago to call the Camp Da- 
vid summit with Sadat and 
Begin.

“The whole area had 
been cleared of empty cart- 
ridge cases, but investigations 
indicate that communist wea- 
pons were used by the kil- 
lers.” 


NORTH BERGEN. New 
Jersey Nov. 6 (AP) — Members 
of the Jewish Defense League 
and a group of Arab- Ameri- 
cans held rival demonstrations 
in front of Embassy Hall 
here as a Palestinian Dance 
Group from Beirut began its 
performance. 

About 30 young JDL mem- 
bers wearing yarmulkes screa- 
med across Bergentine Avenue 
at a crowd of 100 pro-Pales- 
tinian Arab- America ns, police 
said. 

Members of the JDL said 
that the performance was a 
thinly-veiled fundraising at- 
tempt by the Palestine Libera- 
tion Organization. 

“This performance has been 
organized by an organization 
which is headed by the bro- 
ther of Yasser Arafat,” said 
Mo6he Ben-Meir, the JDLs 
New Jersey director. “The Red 
Crescent is like a Red Cross, 
and it is a very big supporter 
of the PLO.” 

Mahmoud Naji of Chicago, 
wbo heads the fund, denied 
the charge. 

The performance by the Pa- 
lestinian Folklore Troupe was 


sponsored by the United Holy 
Land Fund, a non-profit, cha- 
ritable organization, according 
to Naji. The troupe ot 24 or- 
phans from the Beirut Center 
for Child Welfare has raised 
about $500,000 on a 20-city, 
40-day tour of the United 
States, Naji said. 

“The money from this will 
go back, to tbe school," Naji 
countered.

VIENNA, Nov. 6 (R) — 
Chancellor Bruno Kreisky kept 
Austria guessing Monday after 
a threat to resign over a gov- 
ernment defeat in a national 
referendum on nuclear energy. 

The chancellor was believed 
ready to offer his resignation 
to the ruling Socialist Party 
after what he called a “personal 
setback" and a vote of no-con- 
fidence in the government. 

But political observers said 
it was virtually certain party 
leaders would refuse to let the 
67- year-old government chief 
step down one year before gen- 
eral elections are due. 

Dr. Kreisky summoned the 
Socialist Presidium and Ex- 
ecutive to a special session 
Monday night, but said only: 
“I am going to make my posi- 
tion dear, but J am not saying 
what it will be.” 

The chancellor accepted per- 
sonal responsibility for the gov- 
ernment’s defeat by a one per 
cent margin Sunday. The re- 
sult, he said, “can be held ex- 
clusively to my account as I 
was the* originator of the refer- 
endum.” 

The effect of the referendum 
vote — first such * political 
sampling in Austria’s history — 
was to block plans to put the 
seven billion schilling ($500 
mfllioi.. Zweniendorf nuclear 
power station into operation 
next year. 

Dr. Kreisky said he accepted 


the voters* verdict although 
was only by st 50.47 to 49 
per cent margin, and ihe pfa 
near Vienna, would no« be ; 
rivaled. Its future use now m 
be decided.

salem.” This is now the wish 
of King Khaled and every 
other Saudi citizen, be said. 

Prince Fahd said that Saudi 
Arabia advocates and strives 
for Islamic solidarity, and the 
Organization of the Islamic 
Conference has made its head- 
quarters in Jerusalem which is 
temporarily in Saudi Arabia. 
Its charter makes the libera- 
tion of Jerusalem one of the 
aims of the Arab states and 
one of the aims of every Mus- 
lim. 

“ft is clear then that the 
basic issues placed before die 
Baghdad summit were those 
of Jerusalem and the Palesti- 
nian Muslim people. These are 
two Islamic issues which con- 
cern every Muslim and not 
only the Arabs. We hence 
see the Baghdad summit as an 
Islamic conference from the 
viewpoint of its raison d’etre 
and objectives.” 


“We seek peace,” he said. 
“We shall always seek peace 
through a just and compre- 
hensive solution which satisfies 
our legitimate demands. These 
were approved by the United 
Nations and international or- 
ganizations. But fsraei is arro- 
gantly flouting international 
legitimacy and world public 
opinion. It is tafefsg a line that 
is not conducive to a just peace 
sought by the Arabs, the Mus- 
lims and the world at large.” 


Asked about the summit’s 
position regarding Egypt, Prin- 
ce Fahd said that the confe- 
rence had decided not to take 
any actions that might harm 
the Egyptian people who bad 
done so much for the Arabs. 
“The Egyptian people are Arabs 
and Muslims and derive from 
the Arab and Muslim people 
a motivating force for the be- 
nefit of Egypt, the Arabs and 
the Muslims.” 

In answer to another ques- 
tion, he said that rejecting the 
Camp David accords did net 
imply a rejection of a peace- 
ful settlement. “We should not 
confuse matters,” he said. “The 
summit rejected the accords 
for well known reasons." 


Message to Ngrims 

Meanwhile in a message to 
pilgrims who have converged 
oo Saudi Arabia, Prince Fahd 
said that the Arabs must re- 
cognize the dangers facing 
them and adopt a sd entile and 
rational policy to serve their 
larger interests. 

Prince Fahd gaid “unless the 
Arabs dearly set their ob- 
jectives they will lose not only 
their historic role but their 
distinct Islamic identity. Conti- 
nued divisions and polariza- 
tions may lead to a complete 
change in the regional map 
and we shall find ourselves in 
circumstances that wifi be 
fraught with danger and vio- 
lence, to say ti» least.” 

He said “the present juncture 
is one of the most serious for 
the Arabs and Muslims.” And 
added that Saudi Arabia was 
capable of shouldering its res- 
ponsibility towards the Arabs 
and Muslims and towards hu- 
manity. 

“We proceed in this direc- 
tion from two points. To 
spread the word of God, unite 
the Muslims and consolidate 


their capabilities until we re- 
gain our historic right and 
once again become a capable 
and strong nation contributing 
(o human prosperity, and to 
establish peace and stability in- 
ternally to be able to deal with 
and participate with other na- 
tions at tbe highest possible 
levels. 

Advocating greater Islamic 
solidarity. Prince Fahd said i*. 
was necessary “to prov.de the 
foundations for getting to- 
gether and uniting efforts of 
the political, economic and mi- 
litary leadership, so that the 
Islamic people may once again 
become the true radiating 
center of civilization.” 

“What tbe late King Abdul 
Aziz did by uniting this penin- 
sula was the first step toward, 
a united Islamic nation,” Prin- 
ce Fahd said. “It was be who 
helped boost Islamic solidarity 
which is the foundation of the 
present policy of Saudi Ara- 
bia.” 

Prince Fahd said that the 
government of Saudi Arab : a 
was keen to help others, fulfil 
its obligations apd strike a 
balance between its national 
interests and those of others. 
He said that the Kingdom has 
always been prudent and main- 
tained reasonable oil prices to 
< help other countries avoid se- 
rious crises. He said that the 
Saudi stand was taken in the 
hope that the leading indus- 
trialized states would improve 
their dealings with developing 
states and take the necessary 
steps to reduce the prices of 
manufa ctured . goods.
